Mr.  Bateman’s  Catalogue ,  with  whom, 
in  the  early  part  of  Life,  the  Author  made  fever al 
Botanical  Excurfons  hereabouts  ;  and  it  hath 
gradually  kept  increafng  ever  fince,  as  the  confiant 
Vifits,  in  the  way  of  his  Profefjion ,  to  different 
Parts ,  gave  him  opportunities  of  fearching  after 
them.  It  was  ever  intended  for  his  own  private 
TJfe  and  infiruffiive  Entertainment ,  till  lately ,  at 
the  recommendation  of  feveral  Gentlemen  well 
verfed  in  Botany,  it  hath  been  revifed  and  digefied, 
and  is  now  offered  to  the  Lovers  of  that  Science,  as 
a  means,  however  fmall ,  of  promoting  the  topical 
Knowledge  of  Englifh  Plants  j  if  it  fall  prove 
agreeable  to  their  Tafie,  he  will  think  him] elf 
amply  rewarded for  his  Pains. 


The  great  Promoter  cf  its  publication  was  the 

late  worthy  Richard  Warner,  Efq ;  of  Wood- 
fcrcURow,  in  Eflex,  who  not  only  permiteed  the 

free 
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f  free  Ufe  of  his  Plantae  Woodfordienfes,  ( without 
|  the  Aid  of  which ,  and  Mr .  Hudfon’s  excellent  Flora 
:  Anglica,  it  would  never  have  been  undertaken) 
but  alfo  ajjijled  the  Author  in  the  Prsfecution  of  if, 
and  above  all,  introduced  him  to  the  acquaintance 
of  that  accurate  Botanif ,  Mr.  Alchorne,  AJfay - 
Majler  of  the  Mint ,  whofe  kind  Informations  and 
Corre£li on s  have  been  of  the  greateft  Advantage . 

The  principal  Inducement  for  the  Publication 
was  to  re&ify  the  Account  given  in  Mr.  Black- 
fton’s  Specimen  Botanicum,  taken  from  Mr. 
Bateman's  M.  S.  Catalogue  of  near  Two  Hundred 
Plants  growing  about  this  Town ,  becaufe  many  of 
the  rare  ones  at  this  time,  are  not  to  be  found  in 
the  Places  therein  referred  to,  which  have  of  late 
been  often  diligently  fearched  in  hope  of  retrieving 
them,  as  they  would  have  added  much  to  this  Work, 
but  in  vain. 

In  the  Courfe  of  about  Seventy  Tears  fince  that 
f  Catalogue  was  made,  many  Caufes  and  Accidents 
may  be  afflgned  for  the  lofs  of  fame  of  the  rare 
Plants  there  mentioned,  yet  none  greater  than  the 
indujirious  hand  of  improving  Hufbandry.  Mr. 
Bateman  might  pofibly  have  been  mifaken  in 

others , 
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ethers,  and  pojjibly  too  fome  may  be  overlooked  by 
the  Author,  who  is  not  fo  conceited  as  to  think  he 
hath  difeovered  all  the  Plants  growing  round  him . 
fhofe  Gentlemen  who  are  fond  of  the  Study  mujl  be 
fenfible,  that  a  jingle  Perfon,  whofe  neceffary  at¬ 
tention  in  the  different  Branches  of  his  ProfeJJion 
was  fully  engaged,  could  not  afford  fuffeient  Lei - 
fure,  however  fervent  his  Inclination  might  be,  to 
fearch  at  proper  Seafons  every  corner  of  a  DijlriB 
Five  or  Six  Miles  Diameter ,  when  even  the  great 
Mr,  Ray  could  make  confiderahle  Additions  to  the 
frft  Catalogue  of  his  Cambridgefliire  Plants,  and 
yet  leave  many  unobferved,  to  be  added  thereto  by 
Dr,  Martyn,  and  others . 

In  order,  however,  to  fupply  his  Deficiencies , 
the  Author  hath  inferted  fome  few  rare  Plants 
difeovered  at  a  greater  dijlance  in  the  Eaffern 
parts  of  the  County,  either  by  himfelf,  or  com¬ 
municated  to  him  by  his  obliging  Friends,  Mr, 
Alchorne,  the  Rev,  Mr,  Jones,  of  Pluckley, 
and  Mr,  Boys  of  Sandwich,  for  which  Favours 
he  begs  they  will  be  pleafed  to  accept  his  moft 
grateful  Acknowledgements , 
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As  he  hath  compofed  his  Catalogue  upon  Mr. 
Warner’s  alphabetical  Plan,  he  hopes  the  Pre¬ 
ference  given  to  Mr.  Ray’s  Names  will  be  pardoned 
by  the  more  fcientific  Botanijls,  efpecially  as  he 
hath  printed  an  Index  of  thofe  of  Linnaeus.

£JT  H  E  IJland  of  Shepey,  with  the  annexed  Penin * 
^  fulas  of  Plarty  and  Elmly,  furrounded  by  the 
Waters  of  the  Thames,  the  Medway,  and  the  Sea,  is 
upwards  of  thirty  Miles  in  Circumference ,  about 
i Thirteeen  in  Length  from  Shellnefs  to  Sheernefs,  and 
in  its  great  eft  Breadth  about  Six .  It  hath  long  been 
noted for  producing  large  Quantities  of  Sheep  (from  whence 
probably  it  derived  its  Name )  as  well  as  Corn  ;  and 
exhibits  to  the  inquifttive  Naturalift  a  moft  definable 


Spot ,  by  affording  on  its  Surface  many  rare  Plants* 
and  more  efpecially  in  the  Bowels  of  its  Northern 
Cliffs ^fo  great  a  Quantity  and  Variety  0/Fofiils,  both 
native  and  extraneous ,  as  are  fcarcely  to  be  par  ailed. 


Phefe  Cliffs  are  in  Length  about  Six  Miles  from  Eaft 
to  Weft ,  gradually  declining  at  each  End  \  the  more 
elevated  Parts  whereof  reach  about  two-thirds  of  their 
extenfon ,  and  are ,  at  the  very  higheft  of  them  about  | 
Minder,  not  lefs  than  Phirty  Yards  in  perpendicular 
Height  above  the  Beach  or  Shore ,  and  being  compofed 
of  Clay ,  and  conftantly  wajhed  at  their  Bafts  by  the 

rides 
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Tides  which  heat  againft  them  more  efpecially  when 
driven  'by  ft rong  Eafterly  Winds ,  they  are  continually 
wafting  more  or  lefts ,  and  falling  down  upon  the  Shore , 
where  the  Cloy  being  by  degrees  wafthed  away>  the 
FoJJils  are  left  in  great  Abundance .  So  great  is  the 
Lofts  eft  the  Land  at  the  highefi  Farts ,  that  ftometimes 
near  an  Acre  of  it  hath  funk  down  at  once ,  though 
thefte  Falls  are  indeed  extraordinary . 

Minder,  Shuriand,  and  Warden,  are  the  three 
Manors  to  which  thefte  Cliffs  appertain ,  the  Proprietors 
whereof  hire  them  out  to  different  Owners  of  Coper  as 
Works ,  who  employ  the  neighbouring  Poor  to  c  die  hi 
the  Pyrites  or  Copperas  Stone  upon  the  Beach ,  at 
the  Rate  of  about  a  Shilling  per  Bujhel ,  which  they 
depofit  in  Heaps ,  when  collected ,  until  a  Quantity 
fufficient  to  load  a  Hoy  is  procured ,  when  it  is  meaftured 
and  paid  for.

Thefte  Coperas  Gather ers^  from  the  Author's  firft 
Viftts  were  induced  to  prefterve  and  carry  home  every 
Thing  that  feemed  to  their  Appvehenfion  fomewhat 
particular ,  and  having  fince  met  with  Encouragement , 
and  acquired  fome  Information  relative  to  what  was 
moft  defir  able  by  the  Curious ,  they  have  generally  from 
that  Time  referved  fuch ,  until  Inquiries  have  been 
made  for  them.  Many  rare  Specimens ,  both  native 
and  extraneous ,  far  beyond  any  equal  Space  of  Ground , 
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perhaps  the  Univerfe  can  produce ,  are  by  thefie  weans 
preferred.  Indeed^  more  way  thus  be  obtained ,  at  a 
very  e a fy  Dxpence,  than  by  the  weft  diligent  rojjilijts  \ 
alone ,  as  they  cannot  allow  due  Time  to  examine  the 
Shore  fujfickntly.  ‘This  is  evidently  confirmed  by  com¬ 
paring  the  Specimens  from  this  Co  aft  ^  recited  in  the 
Works  of  cur  moft  celebrated  *  Naturalifis ,  with  thofe 
in  the  enfuing  Catalogue .  The  Author  doubts  not  that 
many  curious  Specimens  have  efcaped  his  Inquiries ,  and 
as  the  Cliffs  are  daily  dropping  their  Contents  more  or 
lefs,  he  is  fully  affured  that '  there  will  always  remain  ; 
a  Variety  fujficient  to  gratify  every  Lover  of  the  Study ,  ;

He,  many  Tears  fince ,  entertained  Thoughts  of 
publijhing  a  dejeriptive  Catalogue  of  all  the  Foffils 
there,  by  him  colie  Pled,  but  was  prevented,  as  well  by 
more  necejfary  Attachments  as  the  Difficulty  of  the 
Undertaking :  However,  it  having  been  intimated  to 
him  that  a  ccncife  Account  of  them  would  not  be 
deemed  an  unacceptable  Appendix  to  his  PLAN  TEE 
FAVERSHAM1ENSES,  in  which  feveral  of  the 
Shep Gy  Plants  are  recited,  as  no  fpecial  Account  of 
ihefe  Foffils  hath  been  offered  to  the  Public,  and  as 
thofe  that  have  been  already  noted  by  the  before  cited 
Authors  are  difperfed  in  their  Works ,  and  as  many 
others  have  not  as  yet  beat  publijhed,  he  complied  with 
the  Propofal,  and  fet  about  revifing  his  Notes  and 
Obfervations,  and  now  offers  this  floort  Account  of  the
